Mrs. Mauck js an early VILTIS supporter, a friend 
of ye editor to whom she acted as a “‘godmother”, being 
the witness upon his becoming a citizen of the United 
States. Orginally, Bridgeport was the neighborhood of 
the editor, too.

The intruder, realizing that 
he was surrounded by the police, killed himself. Miss 
Novicky survived the fall from the second floor and the 
shots and was taken to the hospital. 

Stephanje is a very talented girl, a noted pianist and 
a winner of several piano solo awards. She will also be 
remembered from her participation in the VILTIS an- 
nual concerts and for her excellent articles in VILTIS 
on music.
